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Google  Buses 
Rankle  Jersey 
Street  Residents

One  of  the  most  popular  perks  that  In¬ 
ternet  giant  Google  Inc.  provides  its 
San  Francisco  employees  is  free  shuttle- 
bus  service  during  rush-hour  commutes. 
But  who  knew  this  fringe  benefit  would 
feel  like  a  bunch  of  irritating  pop-ups  to 
a  group  of  Noe  Valley  residents? 

When  the  search  engine  firm  launched 
the  local  shuttle  program  in  early  2006,  it 
seemed  innocuous  enough:  Pick  up  em¬ 
ployees  in  the  city  and  ferry  them  40 
miles  to  the  company’s  Mountain  View 
campus,  then  return  them  in  the  evening. 
The  buses  would  take  cars  off  the  street 
(good  for  the  environment),  lower  the 
stress  level  of  workers  (no  more  freeway 
hassles),  and  give  employees  another 
hour  or  so  of  work  time. 

But  then  Google’s  numbers  multiplied, 
and  so  did  the  bus  pickups.  And  some 
neighbors  in  Noe  Valley — especially 
those  living  on  Jersey  Street — started 
noticing  that  the  private  transit  service 
put  a  dent  in  their  quality  of  life.  They 
claim  the  buses  are  noisy,  dangerous  to  lo¬ 
cal  pedestrians  and  drivers,  and  too  big 
for  Noe’s  narrower  streets. 

“They’re  enormous,”  said  Jersey  Street 
resident  Jacqui  Sawers.  “They  come 
down  Jersey  Street  and  then  they  sit  there 
idling  on  Castro.  The  gathering  of  the 
troops  starts  at  5:30  in  the  morning  and 

‘Homeless  Connect’ 
Chief  Connected 
First  in  Noe  Valley

When  Judith  Klain  arrived  in  San 
Francisco  in  1978  after  hitchhiking 
her  way  across  the  United  States  from  her 
home  in  New  York,  the  then  19-year-old 
had  a  backpack,  $  1 0  to  her  name,  and  not 
much  else. 

“I  didn’t  know  a  soul,”  remembers 
Klain,  whose  New  York  accent  remains 
distinct  even  after  nearly  three  decades  on 
the  West  Coast. 

Back  then,  the  Meat  Market  Coffee¬ 
house,  which  occupied  the  24th  Street 
space  where  Kookez  Cafe  stands  today, 
was  a  hangout  known  for  being  the  sort 
of  place  one  could  duck  into  and  while 
away  the  hours.  It  was  there  that  Klain 
met  a  woman  who  offered  her  space  to 
sleep  in  her  living  room  until  Klain  could 
find  her  own  digs. 

It’s  a  fitting  beginning  to  a  life  in  the 
City  by  the  Bay  for  Klain,  who  now  di¬ 
rects  the  Department  of  Public  Health’s 
Project  Homeless  Connect,  an  initiative 
launched  by  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  in  2004 
to  reduce  homelessness  in  San  Francisco. 

At  the  heart  of  Project  Homeless  Con¬ 
nect  are  bimonthly  events  that  bring  a 
spectrum  of  homeless  services  to  a  cen¬ 
tral  location  such  as  the  Bill  Graham 
Civic  Auditorium  and,  most  recently,  the

Former  Lunny 
House  May  Lose 
‘Senior’  Units

Unable  to  attract  older  buyers,  devel¬ 
opers  of  a  six-unit,  seniors-only  con¬ 
dominium  complex  across  from  Bell 
Market  have  asked  the  city  for  permission 
to  sell  the  units  to  the  general  public. 

The  San  Francisco  Planning  Commis¬ 
sion  has  scheduled  a  public  hearing  for 
July  12,  1:30  p.m.,  at  City  Hall,  Room 
400,  to  consider  revised  plans  for  the  site 
at  3953  24th  Street,  where  the  old  Lunny 
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To  Theo  Revlock,  Global  Is  Good 


runs  until  10  o’clock  at  night.” 

Google  spokesperson  Sunny  Gettinger 
acknowledged  that  her  company  offers  a 
weekday  shuttle  service  in  Noe  Valley. 
The  buses  currently  pick  up  and  discharge 
passengers  at  Muni  stops  at  the  intersec¬ 
tion  of  24th  and  Castro  streets.  (There  is 
also  a  pickup  at  16th  and  Valencia  streets.) 

“It’s  one  of  our  more  popular  routes,” 
said  Gettinger.  “We  have  lots  of  employ¬ 
ees  who  choose  to  live  in  Noe  Valley.  I 
live  there  myself.” 

However,  citing  security  concerns,  she 
declined  to  say  how  many  Noe  Valley  res¬ 
idents  use  the  service.  Nor  would  she  pro¬ 
vide  specific  details  about  the  shuttle  op¬ 
erations.  She  did  note  that  Google 
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Southeast  Health  Center  in  Bayview- 
Hunters  Point.  The  city  provides  some 
funding,  but  Klain  says  90  percent  of  the 
$4  million  annually  it  would  cost  to  run 
the  program  comes  from  volunteers,  cor¬ 
porate  sponsors,  and  in-kind  donations. 

As  for  the  beneficiaries  of  the  services, 
most  first-timers,  Klain  says,  come  for  the 
promise  of  free  food,  but  they  walk  away 
with  much  more  than  a  square  meal. 

“People  can  get  done  in  one  day  at 
PHC  what  it  would  otherwise  take  them 
up  to  eight  months  to  do,”  Klain  explains, 
citing  the  multiple  appointments  and  lo-

Theo  Revlock  is  a  master  of  the  global 
economy.  He  runs  his  design  film 
from  his  Noe  Valley  home  on  25th  Street. 
He  consults  with  his  associate  designers 
in  London,  Poland,  and  the  Philippines. 
He  creates  kitchen  remodels  for  his 
neighbors.  And  he  is  designing  a  business 
and  residential  complex  that  will  house 
4,000  families  in  China. 

Despite  the  fact  that  he  has  two  degrees 
in  architecture,  Revlock  does  not  like  to 
think  of  himself  just  as  an  architect.  That's 
too  limiting  for  the  52-year-old  Revlock. 
Rather,  he  sees  himself  as  a  designer  of 
many  things.  “We're  doing  media  de- 


gistical  hassles  facing  the  homeless  seek¬ 
ing  identification  cards,  general  assis¬ 
tance  benefits,  food  stamps,  counseling, 
and  medical  care. 

At  Project  Homeless  Connect,  local 
businesses,  nonprofits,  government  ser¬ 
vices,  doctors,  and  thousands  of  volun¬ 
teers — many  from  Noe  Valley — offer 
everything  from  free  dental  care  to 
acupuncture,  HIV  tests  to  haircuts.  But 
Klain  says  what  many  clients  appreciate 
the  most  is  the  personal  attention  and 
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signs,  graphics  and  branding,  animations, 
web  pages,  landscape  architecture,  per¬ 
formance  spaces,  as  well  as  buildings,”  he 
says  of  his  company  Sea  Design. 

Although  Revlock  has  maintained  a 
design/architecture  business  in  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  for  the  past  10  years  and  completed 
projects  throughout  the  Bay  Area,  it  is  his 
international  work  that  has  put  him  on  the 
map,  so  to  speak.  A  few  years  ago.  Sea 
Design  collaborated  with  a  French  firm 
that  was  designing  the  Imam  Khomeini 
International  Airport  in  Tehran,  Iran.  He 
also  worked  with  an  Iranian  firm  on  the 
design  of  Iran’s  National  Museum  of  Wa¬ 
ter.  Closer  to  home,  he  submitted  a  mas¬ 
ter  plan  for  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco 
that  won  the  backing  of  former  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  mayor  Willie  Brown. 

Last  year,  he  encountered  what  may 
turn  out  to  be  the  biggest  opportunity  of 
his  career.  A  Chinese  development  firm 
invited  the  international  architectural 
community  to  submit  designs  for  a 
mixed-use  residential  and  commercial 
development  in  the  city  of  Zhong  Shan,  a 
metropolis  of  two  million  people  north¬ 
west  of  Hong  Kong.  Knowing  that  the 
competition  would  be  stiff,  Revlock  in¬ 
sisted  on  traveling  to  China  to  discuss  his 
proposal  personally  with  the  director  of

Editor: 

I  stumbled  upon  your  web  site  while 
Google-map  searching... and  was  de¬ 
lighted  to  read  one  of  your  articles  on 
childhood  recollections  of  Noe  Valley.  It 
painted  a  beautiful  picture  and  was  obvi¬ 
ously  a  fantastic  place  for  children. 

I  live  in  Donnybrook,  West  Australia. 
However,  I  visited  Noe  Valley  in  1976 
and  recall  my  stay  there  with  fond  mem¬ 
ories.  I  had  been  backpacking  through 
Africa  and  Europe  for  1 8  months  before 
returning  home  to  Australia  to  earn  a  few 
dollars  to  continue  traveling.  My  friend 
and  I  drove  across  Australia  before  flying 
to  Hawaii  for  some  well-earned  R  &  R. 
On  a  beach  in  Maui,  we  were  lucky 
enough  to  meet  a  great  girl  by  the  name 
of  Helena  Zynstein.  Helena  invited  us  to 
spend  some  time  with  her  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  She  lived  in  a  Victorian-style 
apartment  not  far  from  Mission  Dolores 
Park. 

Helena  treated  us  like  royalty,  and  we 
lived  there  for  about  a  month,  visiting  all 
the  famous  San  Francisco  landmarks,  as 
well  as  enjoying  the  local  lifestyle.  I  play 
guitar  and  sing,  and  on  our  first  night  in 
her  house,  there  was  a  party  in  the  down¬ 
stairs  apartment.  When  we  entered,  there 
was  a  makeshift  band  jamming  in  the 
kitchen.  The  music  was  sensational!  I  dis¬ 
tinctly  remember  a  guy  entering  the 
kitchen  with  a  sax  and  asking  if  he  could 
join  in.  One  of  the  musicians  said,  “Can 
you  read  concert  music?”  And  the  sax  guy 
said,  “Of  course!”  He  then  commenced  to 
blow  the  place  apart.  Needless  to  say,  af¬ 
ter  that  I  thought  everyone  in  Noe  Valley 
could  read  concert  music. 

Helena  told  me  Carlos  Santana  used  to

T/' im  Mercuri-Bullis,  84  years  young 
iV  at  heart,  the  neighborhood  clair¬ 
voyant,  healer,  and  poet,  peacefully 
passed  away  Sunday,  April  29,  2007. 
Her  ICU  room  was  amazingly  trans¬ 
formed  into  a  holy  space.  She  was  sur¬ 
rounded  by  her  sacred  objects  and  by  a 
few  close,  loving  friends.  The  fragrance 
of  fresh  herbs,  sage,  lemon  verbena, 
and  lavender  came  alive  in  the  room  as 
they  were  placed  on  her  pillow  around 
the  crown  of  her  head.  A  state  of  peace 
and  calm  was  created  in  her  body  with 
a  set  of  yin  and  yang  tuning  forks;  she 
was  anointed  with  frankincense  oil  and 
her  energies  elevated  to  the  top  of  her 
head  with  eagle  feathers.

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Google  Shuttle 
Buses  Cause  a  Stir

provides  free  shuttle  service  to  Mountain 
View  from  as  far  away  as  Concord  in  the 
East  Bay  and  Santa  Cruz  to  the  south. 

The  company  operates  the  shuttle  to 
Noe  Valley  under  a  contract  with  Bauer’s 
Worldwide  Intelligent  Transportation,  a 
San  Francisco  corporate  limousine  ser¬ 
vice.  The  Google  name  is  not  displayed 
on  the  buses,  which  are  equipped  with 
leather  seats  and  wireless  Internet  access. 

Disrupting  Quiet  Enjoyment 

Gettinger  said  Google,  which  has  cul¬ 
tivated  a  public  ethos  of  do-no-evil,  is  try¬ 
ing  hard  to  respond  to  the  residents’  con¬ 
cerns.  But  the  situation  had  the  mark  of  a 
David  vs.  Goliath  battle  when  complaints 
first  began  to  surface  this  spring. 

Sawers,  a  legal  assistant  and  resident 
of  Noe  Valley  in  the  1990s,  was  the  one 
with  the  slingshot.  In  March,  she  and  her 
husband  had  returned  to  Jersey  Street  af¬ 
ter  a  seven-year  stint  in  London  and 
Boston.  “We  loved  Noe  Valley,  and  we  al¬ 
ways  wanted  to  come  back,”  said  Sawers. 

The  couple  deliberately  sought  out  Jer¬ 
sey  Street,  she  said,  to  avoid  the  clanging 
streetcars  and  huffing  Muni  buses  on 
Church  and  24th  streets.  But  within  a  week 
or  two  of  moving  in,  “all  of  a  sudden  there 
were  just  tons  of  buses,”  said  Sawers.  “I 
said,  ‘Oh  my  God,  what  is  this?”’ 

On  April  3,  she  fired  off  a  feisty  letter 
to  Martin  Lev,  Google’s  director  of  secu¬ 
rity  and  safety. 

“My  concern  is  that  the  drivers  are  us¬ 
ing  Jersey  Street  as  a  faster  cut-through 
and  the  noise  from  the  frequent  trips  the 
buses  make  up  and  down  the  street  is  dis¬ 
rupting  our  quiet  enjoyment  of  our  home 
and  neighborhood,”  she  wrote.  “I...am 
requesting  that  you  immediately  cease 
from  using  Jersey  Street  and  re-direct 
your  route  to  the  commercial  24th  Street.” 

Sawers  said  she  received  no  response. 
She  followed  up  with  an  April  24  letter  to 
Google  CEO  Eric  Schmidt,  with  copies 
to  District  8  Supervisor  Bevan  Dufty  and 
to  Friends  of  Noe  Valley,  the  neighbor¬ 
hood’s  largest  residents’  group. 

Sawers  then  invited  neighbors  to  her 
home  for  a  June  7  meeting.  Approxi¬ 
mately  25  nearby  residents  filled  up  her 
living  room,  including  at  least  one 
Google  employee  and  Richard  May,  pres¬ 
ident  of  Friends  of  Noe  Valley. 

Vehicle  Speed  a  Concern 

The  evening  gathering  lasted  an  hour 
and  a  half,  as  residents  detailed  a  list  of 
grievances.  Several  said  they  were  wor¬ 
ried  about  the  buses  causing  a  serious  ac¬ 
cident  and  that  the  large  vehicles  posed  a 
safety  problem  for  customers  using  the 
Walgreen’s  parking  lot  at  Jersey  and  Cas¬ 
tro  streets. 

“It’s  only  a  matter  of  time  before  some¬ 
one  gets  creamed,”  said  Carol  Broderick, 
who’s  lived  on  Jersey  Street  since  1993. 
Her  husband,  John  Broderick,  said  he  had 
seen  bus  drivers  zooming  down  Jersey 
Street  at  35  miles  per  hour. 

“We  are  both  very  concerned  and 
sometimes  frightened'  with  the  speed 
which  these  buses  have  been  going  down 
Jersey  Street,”  he  said.  “I’ve  said  a  num¬ 
ber  of  times  that  they’re  going  to  kill 
someone.” 

Tony  Bettini,  a  high-tech  engineer  who 
also  resides  on  the  street,  said  the  buses 
had  been  annoying  him  for  the  past  six 
months. 

“They’re  pretty  dangerous,  and  they 
made  enough  noise  that  if  I  were  in  my 
living  room  sleeping... they’d  wake  me 
up,”  Bettini  said. 

Speaking  in  defense  of  the  service  was 
Chad  Barker,  a  strategic  partner  manager 
at  Google  who  moved  to  Jersey  Street

three  years  ago.  He  said  the  shuttle  bene- 
fitted  the  environment  as  well  as  the  em¬ 
ployees,  and  urged  residents  to  collabo¬ 
rate  with  Google  to  find  solutions  that 
worked  for  both  communities. 

“If  I  didn’t  have  access  to  the  bus.  I’d 
drive  every  day,”  said  Barker.  “It’s  nice  to 
travel  to  work  with  a  group  of  co-work¬ 
ers  rather  than  all  of  us  being  in  individ¬ 
ual  cars  driving  down  the  highway  a  few 
lanes  away  from  each  other.” 

Could  Weight  Limits  Work? 

Sawers,  who  told  the  group  that  she 
had  calmed  down  after  her  first  angry  re¬ 
action,  said  she  too  was  looking  for  a 
compromise  with  Google.  “I’m  not  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  eliminating  this  program,”  said 
Sawers.  “We  want  to  make  it  clear  we’re 
against  its  current  execution.” 

Many  in  the  crowd  offered  short-term 
solutions,  such  as  asking  Google  to  use 
smaller  buses  or  vans  and  to  rotate  routes 
and  cut  back  on  the  number  of  trips.  They 
noted  that  by  9:30  a.m.  the  buses  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  only  half  full.  Sawers  said  a 
Google  executive  had  told  her  that  there 
were  seven  morning  trips  and  eight  after¬ 
work  trips.  (Supervisor  Dufty ’s  office 
later  noted  there  were  “fewer  than  30” 
runs  daily.) 

The  group  also  came  up  with  two  po¬ 
tential  long-term  solutions:  to  ask  the  city 
to  regulate  the  number  and  routes  of  pri¬ 
vate  transit  buses,  or  to  ask  that  the  city 
impose  weight  restrictions  on  large  vehi¬ 
cles  on  Jersey  Street.  Sawers  said  Bauer’s 
smaller  buses  weighed  10  tons  and  could 
carry  between  33  and  40  passengers, 
while  the  larger  buses  weighed  24  tons 
and  had  a  capacity  of  up  to  55  passengers. 
The  city  already  has  weight  restrictions 
that  limit  commercial  vehicles  over  three 
tons  on  many  Noe  Valley  streets,  includ¬ 
ing  Cesar  Chavez,  29th,  28th,  27th,  and 
26th  streets. 

May  told  the  meeting  that  his  organi¬ 
zation  could  not  support  weight  restric¬ 
tions  specifically  for  Jersey  Street,  because 
such  a  piecemeal  approach  would  simply 
push  the  shuttle  service  onto  other  streets. 

The  group  also  urged  Google  to  lean  on 
Bauer’s  drivers  to  follow  safe  driving 
practices.  Gary  Bauer,  president  of  the 
transportation  company,  did  not  return 
several  telephone  calls  seeking  comment 
about  the  driver  allegations. 

Route  Changes  Afoot 

By  mid-June,  Google  was  feeling  the 
heat  from  Noe  Valley’s  annoyed  residents 
and  starting  to  vary  shuttle  routes 


throughout  the  neighborhood.  The  com¬ 
pany  wouldn’t  reveal  any  new  routes,  but 
residents  said  the  buses  looked  as  if  they 
were  using  25th  Street. 

“We’re  taking  this  very  seriously,”  said 
Gettinger.  “We’re  evaluating  the  routes 
and  trying  to  find  a  solution  that  works  for 
everybody.”  The  firm  also  is  “continuing 
to  look  at"  using  smaller  buses  for  the 
shuttle  service. 

Representatives  from  Google,  Super¬ 
visor  Dufty ’s  office,  Friends  of  Noe  Val¬ 
ley,  and  a  Jersey  Street  delegation  have 


agreed  to  meet  sometime  this  summer  to 
try  to  thrash  out  a  compromise  that  will 
satisfy  everyone. 

“What  we  want  to  come  out  of  this,” 
said  Sawers,  “is  a  forum  where  the  safety 
and  quality-of-life  impacts  of  this  pro¬ 
gram  are  recognized  and  discussed  and 
appropriate  modifications  are  made.”  ■

Structural  Alterations  of 
Older  San  Francisco  Homes 
Since  1977 
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One  Volunteer’s  Story 

In  the  early  morning  mist,  hundreds  of  homeless  San  Franciscans  are  lined  up 
outside  the  Civic  Auditorium  waiting  to  enter  Project  Homeless  Connect. 
Inside,  more  than  a  thousand  volunteers  are  poised  to  offer  them  dozens  of  social 
services  under  one  roof. 

Among  those  awaiting  the  arrival  of  homeless  clients  at  their  stations  is  volun¬ 
teer  Joyce  Kurtz,  a  four-year  resident  of  Fair  Oaks  Street.  Kurtz,  62,  got  inter¬ 
ested  when  she  read  a  story  about  Project  Homeless  Connect  in  the  San 
Francisco  Chronicle. 

“I  was  very  moved  by  it.  I  pulled  out  my  checkbook,  but  wanted  to  do  more  to 
help  people  directly  instead  of  just  donating,”  says  Kurtz. 

Kurtz  assists  at  the  Story  Table  and  Photo  Project,  where  clients  and  volun¬ 
teers  can  have  their  photographs  taken  and/or  their  personal  stories  recorded. 

The  service  was  conceived  by  a  former  client  as  a  dignified  way  for  everyone  to 
be  seen  and  heard  on  event  day. 

Kurtz  gets  the  clients’  stories  recorded  with  iPods  and  a  recharger  that  she  bor¬ 
rows  for  the  day  from  her  kids  and  Project  Homeless  Connect  staff. 

“I  so  believe  in  the  Story  Project  because  it’s  such  a  unique  opportunity  to  sit 
and  talk  with  people,”  says  Kurtz.  “How  did  they  become  homeless?  What  are 
their  dreams  and  goals?  Have  they  been  there  before?  Did  they  get  the  services 
they  wanted?” 

Sitting  down  and  talking  also  helps  sweep  away  one’s  misconceptions. 

“It’s  so  easy  to  stereotype  people  you  see  on  24th  Street,”  says  Kurtz.  But  at 
Connect  day,  “if  the  volunteers  were  not  wearing  T-shirts,  in  many  cases  it 
would  be  hard  to  tell  them  from  the  clients.  You  think,  ‘This  woman  surely  must 
be  a  professor  at  Berkeley.’  The  clients  are  really  just  like  us,  and  here  you  see 
their  humanity.” 

Kurtz  says  most  of  the  clients  she  has  worked  with  are  trying  hard  to  change 
their  lives.  "They  might  say,  ‘I  think  I  can  get  in  the  methadone  program.  This  is 
the  time  I’m  really  going  to  get  my  life  together.’” 

And  it  is  clear  to  Kurtz  that  the  city  is  making  inroads  into  the  problem  of 
homelessness.  “Over  a  hundred  other  cities  have  come  here  to  pattern  their  own 
programs  after  ours.  The  best  thing  we  are  doing  is  sitting  down  with  people  and 
listening  to  them,  giving  them  undivided,  non-judgmental  attention.” 

The  experience  can  be  life-altering  for  volunteers,  too.  “At  Project  Homeless 
Connect,  you  can  move  beyond  your  comfort  zone  in  a  very  safe  environment. 
Volunteers  come  and  they  wash  people’s  feet  and  rehabilitate  their  wheelchairs. 
You  can  really  stretch  your  boundaries,”  Kurtz  says. 

“Every  two  months,  for  a  half  day  or  a  whole  day,  you  help  out  on  something 
that  seemed  hopeless,  but  in  fact  is  not  hopeless  at  all.”

respect  they  receive  from  volunteers. 

Since  its  inception,  the  bi-monthly  pro¬ 
gram  has  attracted  attention.  Twenty-six 
states,  1 07  U.S.  cities,  and  three  countries 
(Canada,  Peru,  and  Australia)  now  use 
Project  Homeless  Connect  as  a  model  for 
reaching  their  own  homeless  populations. 
In  San  Francisco  alone,  19,000  unique  in¬ 
dividuals  have  received  services  through 
the  program,  and  14,000  people  have  vol¬ 
unteered.  This  spring,  the  program  was 
honored  with  the  2007  Acts  of  Caring 
Legacy  Award  for  Excellence  and  Inno¬ 
vation  from  tbe  National  Association  of 
Counties  (NACo)  in  Washington,  D.C. 

To  see  Klain  today  in  the  Clipper  Street 
house  where  she’s  lived  for  the  past  15 
years,  you’d  never  guess  she  was  once 
without  a  home.  Warm  colors  fill  the  com¬ 
fortable  living  space  that  includes  the  liv¬ 
ing  room,  kitchen,  and  breakfast  area, 
while  a  small  deck  offers  views  out  over 
the  neighborhood.  Klain’s  paintings  hang 
on  the  walls.  The  sounds  of  her  chil¬ 
dren — Sofia,  15,  and  Michael  Klain- 
Chavez,  17 — talking  with  her  partner 
Nikki  Mixon  and  the  teenagers’  friends, 
echo  down  from  upstairs. 

It’s  a'  long  way  from  the  uncertain 
teenager  Klain  was  30  years  ago. 

“If  my  kids  ever  did  what  I  did.  I’d  kill 
them,”  she  says.  “I  think  it  was  the  gen¬ 
erosity  and  compassion  I  was  shown  that 
allowed  me  to  be  okay.” 

During  her  early  years  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  Klain  found  work  as  a  carpenter 
hired  to  repair  the  city’s  cable  cars 
through  a  federal  work-assistance  pro¬ 
gram  targeting  women  and  minorities.  As 
one  of  very  few  women  in  her  male-dom¬ 
inated  field  and  no  stranger  to  on-the-job 
harassment,  she  became  interested  in 
helping  other  women  in  blue-collar  jobs. 
In  1989,  Mayor  Art  Agnos  appointed 
Klain  to  work  on  the  Commission  on  the 
Status  of  Women. 

“It  was  my  first  taste  of  being  able  to 
do  advocacy  work,”  Klain  recalls. 

In  later  years,  she  continued  to  work 
for  the  City  of  San  Francisco  at  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Health,  where  she  was 


employed  when  Mayor  Newsom  tapped 
her  to  head  Project  Homeless  Connect  as 
part  of  his  overall  plan  to  eradicate  home¬ 
lessness  in  San  Francisco. 

“I’ve  been  an  activist  for  most  of  my 
life,  and  I’ve  never  been  involved  in  a 
project  like  this.  It’s  just  so  inspiring," 
Klain  says. 

She  admits  the  job  has  its  painful  side. 
"It’s  really  hard  to  see  in  this  country,  as 
wealthy  as  we  are,  people  living  in 
poverty.”  She  also  knows  Project  Fjome- 
less  Connect  and  its  cadre  of  dedicafed 
volunteers  cannot  end  homelessness  on 


their  own.  “Until  there’s  enough  housing, 
we’re  not  going  to  solve  homelessness.” 

But  what  keeps  Klain  going  are  the 
hugely  successful  one-day  PHC  events. 
“The  compassion  in  that  room,  it  just  vi¬ 
brates.  That’s  what  gives  me  hope,  to  see 
the  look  on  people’s  faces.  It  transforms 
people,”  says  Klain,  who  is  quick  to  point 
out  that  by  “people”  she  means  both  the 
homeless  and  the  volunteers  who  attend. 

Klain  reflects  on  the  feedback  she  re¬ 
ceived  from  a  homeless,  woman  and  Viet¬ 
nam  veteran  who  had  been  living  on  the 
streets  for  eight  months  prior  to  coming 
to  Project  Homeless  Connect.  "For  the 
first  time  that  she  could  remember,  peo¬ 
ple  were  looking  her  in  the  eye.  She  felt 
welcomed  back  into  society,"  Klain  says. 

After  finding  housing  assistance,  the 
woman  later  became  a  volunteer  for  the 
program.  ■

Developers  Want  to 
Drop  ‘Senior’  Units

House  once  stood. 

A  new  permit,  if  approved,  would 
mean  the  units  would  no  longer  be  re¬ 
served  for  buyers  62  and  older  without 
cars,  as  specified  in  the  plans  allowing 
demolition  of  the  Lunny  House  three 
years  ago.  The  developer’s  new  proposal 
also  would  convert  the  six  units,  currently 
offered  at  market  rates,  to  five. 

More  than  a  dozen  people  by  late  June 
had  notified  the  Planning  Department  that 
they  opposed  the  change,  according  to 
city  planner  Elizabeth  Watty.  She  said  no 
one  had  yet  indicated  support  for  the  re¬ 
vised  proposal. 

The  developers,  Eileen  Long,  Denis 
Cullinane.and  Jeremiah  Cullinane,  could 
not  be  reached  for  comment.  They  pur¬ 
chased  the  house  once  owned  by  Robert 
and  Evelyn  Lunny  for  $700,000  in  2002. 

.The  developers  have  been  trying  to  sell- 
the  condos  for  roughly  two  years,  with  no 
buyers — apparently  because  of  the  no-car 
restriction.  Potential  tenants  also  say 
price  was  a  factor. 

In  2003,  the  development  was  initially 
proposed  as  market-rate  housing  with 
parking.  But  neighbors  and  civic  groups 
complained  that  the  extra  vehicles  would 
add  congestion  as  drivers  pulled  into  traf¬ 
fic  on  24th  Street.  Developers  then  pro¬ 
posed  to  sell  the  units  to  seniors  but  with¬ 
out  the  parking.  As  senior  housing,  the 
city  gave  developers  a  density  bonus  that 
allowed  them  to  build  a  sixth  unit.  Gen¬ 
eral  sales,  if  okayed  by  the  Planning 
Commission,  would  require  the  develop¬ 
ers  to  return  to  the  maximum  five  units. 
The  owners  have  asked  to  do  so  by  merg¬ 
ing  two  units  on  the  top  floor.  The  2,400- 
square-foot  commercial  space  on  the 
ground  floor  would  not  be  affected.

Heavy  on  Harry 
Street  Neighbors

The  Harry  Street  steps,  which  take 
climbers  to  an  expansive  view  of  Noe 
Valley  and  the  downtown  skyline  below, 
are  starting  to  sag  and  break  down.  And 
the  neighbors  who  live  on  either  side  are 
frustrated  to  learn  that  they  are  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dol¬ 
lars  it  might  cost  to  replace  them. 

The  steep  arbored  stairway,  on  the  bor¬ 
der  between  Noe  Valley  and  Glen  Park, 
is  like  a  slice  of  English  countryside 
tucked  away  from  the  noise  of  the  city.  It 
has  quiet  gardens  and  cottages  nestled 
among  trees  and  lush  foliage,  and  the  only 
clues  to  this  enchanted  universe  are  the 
street  signs  at  either  end  of  the  stairs  that 
simply  read  "Harry.”  Still,  neighborhood 
walkers  and  nature  lovers  have  long  made 
the  steps  a  favorite  hiking  path. 

Roughly  15  years  ago,  after  the  foot 
traffic  got  too  heavy,  the  city  installed 
nearly  250  wooden  steps  in  the  hillside 
running  from  Laidley  Street  (near 
Harper)  up  to  Beacon  Street.  Now,  as  the 
wood  rots  and  weakens — and  the  steps, 
platforms,  and  handrails  begin  to  give 
way — the  neighbors,  with  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  Supervisor  Bevan  Dufty,  are  hop¬ 
ing  to  convince  their  fellow  citizens  that 
the  cost  of  repairing  the  Harry  Street 
steps  should  not  fall  on  the  backs  of  just 
a  few  property  owners. 

“This  is  a  city  responsibility,”  said 
David  Gast,  whose  home  sits  along  the 
steps.  “There  are  four  houses  on  the  steps 
that  only  have  access  to  their  homes  from 
the  steps.”  There  are  four  other  homes 
alongside  the  steps,  at  the  top  and  bottom, 
which  the  city  also  considers  responsible 
for  paying  the  bill. 

Bill  DiFrancesco,  who  has  lived  on  the 
steps  for  30  years,  remembers  when  the 
hillside  had  no  stairs,  just  some  concrete 
steps  in  a  few  spots.  But  he  too  wants  the 
city  to  shoulder  the  cost  of  step  repairs, 
because  of  the  many  visitors,  including 
his  own,  that  Harry  Street  attracts. 

“I  had  a  big  30-year  anniversary  party 
with  100  people  last  year,”  DiFrancesco 
said.  Beforehand,  he  contacted  the  city 
about  some  of  the  stairs  that  needed  to  be 
shored  up.  When  the  city  was  not  quick 
to  respond  with  the  fixes,  DiFrancesco 
and  his  friends,  afraid  that  someone  might 
get  hurt,  replaced  the  worst  steps  before 
the  big  day. 

This  year,  the  city  came  out  in  mid- 


June  and  made  a  temporary  $3,500  fix,  re¬ 
placing  about  a  dozen  planks  along  the 
steps,  as  well  as  placing  lumber  along  the 
top  of  the  handrails  at  the  top  of  the  stairs. 

Gast,  who  moved  to  his  house  on  the 
steps  four  years  ago,  began  working  with 
Dufty ’s  office  shortly  after  that,  to  request 
that  the  city  remove  a  eucalyptus  tree  at 
the  bottom  of  the  steps  that  was  dropping 
leaves,  nuts,  “and  potentially  limbs  on 
neighboring  houses.” 

Gast  drew  up  a  petition  that  was  signed 
by  nearly  100  neighbors  who  wanted  the 
tree  removed,  he  said,  and  Dufty  put  him 
in  contact  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  which  did  remove  the  tree,  asking 
in  return  that  neighbors  plant  something 
of  equal  value. 

“We  planted  several  smaller  trees  and 
a  live  oak  up  the  street,”  Gast  said. 

So  when  the  stairs  began  to  give  way, 
Gast  contacted  DPW  to  find  out  what  it 
would  do  to  alleviate  the  situation.  It  was 
then  that  he  learned  that  DPW  classifies 
steps  as  either  “accepted”  or  “unac¬ 
cepted.”  The  Harry  Street  steps  are  “un¬ 
accepted,”  Gast  was  told,  meaning  that 
the  neighbors  are  responsible  for  the  cost 
of  all  repairs  and  replacements,  and  liable 
if  someone  gets  injured  on  the  stairway 
and  sues  the  city. 

“The  city  attorney’s  legal  opinion  is 


that  stairs  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
property  owner  to  maintain,”  confirmed 
Rachelle  McManus,  a  legislative  aide  to 
Supervisor  Dufty.  To  check  Harry’s  sta¬ 
tus,  she  said,  “the  DPW  folks  went  out 
and  gave  an  estimate  of  the  damage,”  Mc¬ 
Manus  said.  “They  estimated  it  would 
cost  $40,000  to  replace  the  top  40  stairs. 
The  top  40  stairs  are  in  the  worst  condi¬ 
tion.” 

The  temporary  $3,500  fix  was  made, 
McManus  explained,  because  it  was  a 
smaller  amount  of  money  and  part  of  an 
existing  fund  that  City  Administrator  Ed 
Lee  was  able  to  tap  for  the  repairs. 

“Ed  Lee  helped  us  find  some  nickels- 
in-the -couch  money,”  said  McManus.  A 
larger  sum.  such  as  the  $40,000  for  the  top 
40  steps,  would  have  to  go  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  she  said.  In  her  opinion, 
however,  “that  would  not  pass  the  board.” 

But  in  a  city  famous  for  its  walkability, 
and  with  stairways  that  offer  stunning 
views,  Supervisor  Dufty  believes  the  re¬ 
pairs  should  not  be  left  to  the  neighbors 
alone,  McManus  said.  “Bevan  [agrees] 
this  is  obviously  a  city  wide  problem.” 

In  an  e-mail  McManus  sent  on  behalf 
of  Dufty  to  the  Harry  Street  residents,  she 
wrote:  “This  issue  is  apparently  city  wide 
and  comes  up  almost  every  time  a  public 
staircase  needs  repairs,  as  property  own¬ 


ers  have  never  been  uniformly  noticed  of 
their  responsibility.” 

McManus  said  Dufty  was  currently 
canvassing  local  groups  and  stairway  res¬ 
idents  around  the  city  to  see  which  direc¬ 
tion  they  might  want  to  go.  “His  ideal  sit¬ 
uation  would  be  to  create  a  small  city  wide 
maintenance  fund,”  she  said.  The  fund 
could  come  from  designating  a  portion  of 
property  taxes  without  raising  property 
taxes,  or  by  passing  a  parcel  tax  specifi¬ 
cally  for  stairs  in  the  city,  or  by  creating 
a  special  use  district,  she  said.  The  issue 
might  show  up  on  the  November  ballot, 
if  one  of  the  ideas  gains  support. 

In  any  case,  it’s  an  uphill  climb,  and  the 
Harry  Street  staircase  will  not  be  replaced 
anytime  soon.  Meanwhile,  the  neighbors 
remain  united  in  their  frustration. 

“The  city  put  the  stairs  in  [15  years 
ago].  They  put  in  irrigation  to  water  the 
plants  around  the  stairs — this  is  a  city  re¬ 
sponsibility,”  Gast  said.  “Eight  of  us 
[neighbors]  are  not  going  to  take  respon¬ 
sibility  for  a  city’s  worth  of  use  on  the 
Harry  steps.”  ■

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We're  a  Little  Bit 
Wine  Country

Browsing  antique  shops,  sampling 
wine  and  cheese,  sipping  an  ice-cold 
beer,  or  even  a  martini,  on  a  patio  terrace 
under  the  sun — these  are  a  few  of  the 
draws  of  the  California  wine  country  in 
summer.  Yet,  facing  the  parking  lot  that 
is  Highway  29  on  weekends  keeps  many 
San  Francisco  residents  at  home  in  their 
foggy  environs. 

Fortunately,  several  neighborhood  es¬ 
tablishments  have  figured  out  ways  of 
bringing  summer  ease  to  Noe  Valley. 
From  the  free  weekly  wine-and-cheese 
open  houses  in  Church  Street’s  antique 
shops  to  traditional  happy-hour  fun  at  the 
bars  and  pubs  along  24th  Street,  we  have 
enough  Napa  in  Noe  to  lift  our  spirits  and 
roll  back  those  clouds  to  Twin  Peaks  all 
summer  long. 

The  Church  Street  Stroll 

Each  Thursday  at  Lynn  Antiques  and 
Beautiful  Things  at  Church  and  27th 
streets,  customers  can  sip  wine  or  bubbly 
water  while  browsing  the  goods,  courtesy 
of  owner  Lynn  Ingham.  Brent  Albert, 
who  works  at  the  store  and  does  “design 
work”  there,  hinted  that  there  will  be  var¬ 
ious  tempting  in-store  specials  each  week 
as  well.  “Something  might  be  on  sale. 
There  might  be  some  discounts,”  he  says. 
“There’ll  be  all  kinds  of  surprises.”  In 
July,  the  shop  will  celebrate  its  “second 
birthday,”  as  Albert  calls  it,  and  he 
promises  some  extra  special  savings  in 
celebration  throughout  July. 

Lynn  Antiques  has  been  hosting  the 
Thursday  evening  open  houses  from  5  to 
7  p.m.  since  May. 

“Some  of  our  regular  clients  really  like 
it,"  Albert  says.  “It  brings  people  out.  By 
August  we  hope  to  have  the  whole 
[Church  Street]  block  involved.” 

So  far,  Lynn  Antiques  has  been  joined 
by  a  fellow  purveyor  of  antiques  and 
artistic  objects.  Dona  Taylor  and  Kim¬ 
berly  Karnes  of  When  Modern  Was  down 
the  block  on  Church  Street,  began  offer¬ 
ing  complimentary  wine  and  cheese  to 
customers  from  4  to  6  p.m.  every  Thurs¬ 
day  afternoon  in  June.  They  plan  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  weekly  fete  at  least  through  the 
winter  holiday  season.  “We're  open  until 
6:30  Wednesday  through  Sunday,  so  why 
not?”  says  Taylor  with  a  laugh.  “I’m  a 
chocoholic,  so  chances  are  we'll  start 
having  some  chocolate  on  hand  too.” 

Like  Albert,  Taylor  hopes  to  get  more 
of  her  neighboring  shopkeeps  involved. 
“We’re  thinking  about  calling  it  the 
Church  Street  Stroll,”  she  says.  And,  if 
you  happen  to  literally  stroll  by  the  shop 
with  a  stroller,  she  says  there’s  plenty  of 
room  for  those.  Four-legged  friends  are 
welcome  too. 

Flights  of  Wine  Fancy 

Maybe  one  of  the  best  bargains  to  be 
found  in  Noe  Valley  is  a  monthly  wine 
tasting  cosponsored  by  PlumpJack  Noe 
Valley  on  24th  Street  and  Bliss  Bar  across 
the  street.  Every  first  Friday,  from  5  to  7 
p.m.,  oenophiles  get  a  chance  to  sample 
six  kinds  of  wine  in  Bliss  Bar’s  main 
room  near  its  cozy  fireplace — and  all  for 
five  bucks. 

“Since  we  don’t  have  the  permit  or 
room  for  tastings  [at  PlumpJack],  it  works 
out  well  for  us,"  says  Elio  Longobardi,  as¬ 
sistant  manager  at  PlumpJack.  There’s 
usually  a  tasting  theme,  which  varies: 
cabernets  from  all  over  the  world,  or 
wines  from  a  particular  country  like  Italy 
or  Spain.  "We  like  to  explore  different  va¬ 
rietals  and  stay  away  from  the  usual  sus¬ 
pects,”  says  Longobardi.  He  has  noticed 
that  there  are  regulars  who  come  in  for  the 
tasting  each  month,  and  some  even  bring 


their  own  cheeses  to  go  with  the  wines. 

“It’s  become  very  popular,”  says  Bliss 
Bar  owner  Pierre  Letheule.  The  bar  also 
offers  a  daily  happy  hour  from  4  to  7  p.m. 
Well  drinks  are  $4,  and  all  other  drinks  are 
$1  off.-  Letheule  says  the  most  popular 
happy-hour  drinks  are  martinis,  cosmos, 
and  lemon  drops.  “A  $4  martini  is  pretty 
inexpensive.” 

In  July,  the  Bliss  Bar-PlumpJack  wine 
tasting  will  be  held  on  the  second  Friday 
rather  than  the  first  because  of  the  Fourth 
of  July  holiday.

the  development  company,  who,  surpris¬ 
ingly  for  China,  was  a  woman.  The  per¬ 
sonal  touch  worked,  and  in  December  of 
2006  Sea  Design’s  plan  was  accepted. 

The  city  of  Zhong  Shan  has  special  sig¬ 
nificance  to  the  Chinese.  It  is  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Dr.  Sun  Yat-sen,  the  revolution¬ 
ary  who  overthrew  the  last  imperial 
dynasty  and  founded  the  Republic  of 
China  in  1912.  Revlock  notes  that  two 
24th  Street  merchants  have  told  him  they 
are  originally  from  Zhong  Shan. 

In  addition  to  the  4,000  residential 
units,  the  complex  that  Revlock  and  his 
associates  are  designing  will  have 
schools,  libraries,  and  shopping  malls.  It 
sits  on  56  acres,  of  formerly  industrial 
property.  Besides  the  master  plan  for  the 
project,  Revlock  will  design  the  various 
detailed  phases  of  the  complex.  He  ex¬ 
pects  to  be  engaged  on  the  project  for  at 
least  another  six  months. 

“We  go  to  China  once  or  twice  a  month 
now  to  work  on  the  development,”  says 
Revlock.  His  associate  designer  and  proj¬ 
ect  manager.  Dawn  Ma,  34,  a  graduate  of 
the  Parsons  School  of  Design  in  New 
York,  generally  accompanies  him.  Ma’s 
fluency  in  Cantonese  has  helped  to 
smooth  over  many  language  and  cultural 
issues.  (Revlock  can  speak  only  a  few 
words  in  Chinese.) 

Revlock  says  the  Chinese  authorities 
seemingly  have  no  compunction  about 
asking  foreigners  to  design  large  parts  of 
■  their  infrastructure.  "They  recognize  that 
the  West  has  a  greater  level  of  sophisti¬ 
cation  when  it  comes  to  design.  They 
want  to  get  Western  firms  to  help  them.” 

To  that  end,  Chinese  government  plan¬ 
ning  departments  move  much  faster  in  in¬ 
specting  and  approving  plans  than  their 
counterparts  in  the  United  States. 

The  only  hitch  that  Revlock  has  thus 
far  encountered  was  the  mid-project  an¬ 
nouncement  of  a  new  law,  which  man¬ 
dated  that  all  new  housing  developments 
in  China  had  to  consist  of  at  least  70  per¬ 
cent  low-cost  units.  “China  has  a  tremen¬ 
dous  need  for  housing,  particularly  low- 
cost  housing,”  Revlock  notes.  The 
problem  has  been  exacerbated  in  recent 
years,  as  many  rural  Chinese  have  moved 
to  the  cities  in  search  of  industrial  jobs. 
Sorting  out  the  ramifications  of  the  law 
put  a  temporary  halt  to  many  construction 
jobs,  including  Revlock’s.  But  eventu¬ 
ally,  the  Zhong  Shan  project  got  the  green 
light  to  continue. 

Because  it  was  initiated  before  the  70 
percent  law  was  proclaimed,  Revlock’s 
project  will  mainly  be  designed  for 
wealthier  Chinese.  Each  residenti.al  unit 
in  the  complex,  to  be  known  as  Glory 
Park,  will  be  approximately  1,500  to 
2,000  square  feet  in  size,  and  will  have 


one  to  four  bedrooms.  Revlock  expects 
that  most  of  the  residents  will  be  young 
professionals  and  their  families. 

Although  the  housing  development 
will  be  a  gated  community,  bowing  to  a 
strong  Chinese  need  for  security,  Revlock 
is  trying  to  convince  the  developer  to  al¬ 
low  some  public  access.  “I'd  like  to  have 
an  environment  where  you  have  security 
without  segregation,"  Revlock  says. 

*  Asked  to  characterize  his  design  for 
Glory  Park,  Revlock  calls  it  “a  new  form 
of  modernism.”  He  adds  that  in  today’s  ar¬ 
chitecture,  the  idea  of  style  in  the  tradi¬ 
tional  sense  is  over.  “Architecture  doesn't 
play  by  the  same  rules  of  style  as  in  the 
past,”  he  says.  “We  break  the  rules  each 
time  we  design  a  building,  so  that  every 
project  has  its  own  rules.” 

Long  before  he  became  involved  in  the 
Zhong  Shan  project,  Revlock  had  ac¬ 
quired  an  enormous  respect  for  Chinese 
culture,  as  well  as  for  the  country’s  vast 
economic  potential.  “The  writing  has  been 
on  the  wall  for  a  long  time  that  China  is 
going  to  be  a  player  in  the  world  economy,” 
he  says.  Both  of  Revlock’s  sons,  now  9 
and  14,  at  one  time  attended  the  Chinese 
American  International  School  in  San 
Francisco  and  were,  at  least  while  they  at¬ 
tended  the  school,  fluent  in  the  language. 

Revlock’s  own  background  is  thor¬ 
oughly  American.  He  was  raised  in  a  sub¬ 
urb  of  Philadelphia,  the  son  of  a  chemist 
father  and  an  artist  mother.  He  had  de¬ 
cided  by  the  age  of  19  that  he  wanted  to 
be  an  architect.  He  received  his  architec¬ 
tural  degree  from  the  Center  for  Con¬ 
struction,  Design,  and  Urban  Studies  in 
Philadelphia.  He  then  worked  for  the  next 
several  years  at  various  “dynamic  firms” 
in  Philadelphia,  including  the  Yellow 


Springs  Institute,  known  for  its  cutting- 
edge  projects  in  the  arts  and  media.  “I  did 
set  designs  for  theater,  furniture,  and 
event  architecture,”  Revlock  recalls.  He 
also  worked  for  more  traditional  firms, 
designing  restaurants,  apartment  build¬ 
ings,  and  the  like. 

He  was  never  completely  satisfied, 
however,  with  the  way  architectural  firms 
operated.  "It  was  always  a  top-down  ap¬ 
proach,’’-  he  says.  What  Revlock  was 
looking  for  was  a  more  collegiate  way  of 
doing  things. 

He  then  obtained  a  graduate  architec¬ 
tural  degree  from  the  prestigious  Archi¬ 
tectural  Association  in  London,  where  he 
made  many  of  the  architectural  contacts 
that  he  still  uses  today  in  the  conduct  of 
Sea  Design. 

Asked  who  his  architectural  heroes  are, 
Revlock  does  not  mention  any  of  the 
greats  of  the  past  like  Andrea  Palladio, 
Leon  Battista  Alberti,  or  Frank  Lloyd 
Wright.  Rather,  he  includes  names  like 


Rem  Koolhaas,  Ben  van  Berkel,  and  Zaha 
Hadid,  living  designers  in  the  experi¬ 
mental  forefront  of  their  field. 

Revlock  moved  to  San  Francisco  in 
1990  and  founded  Sea  Design  a  few  years 
later.  The  Sea  in  the  name  comes  from  the 
computer  term  self-extracting  archive. 
But  it  doesn’t  necessarily  mean  that. 
Revldck  says.  He  uses  the  word  merely 
as  a  readily  identifiable  symbol  that  peo¬ 
ple  will  remember. 

He  loves  living  and  working  in  Noe 
Valley.  “It’s  a  tight  neighborhood;  I  know 
everyone  on  my  street,”  he  says. 

Revlock  is  very  excited  about  the  fu¬ 
ture  of  Sea  Design,  particularly  after  the 
Zhong  Shan  project,  and  even  anticipates 
opening  an  office  either  in  that  city  or  in 
Hong  Kong. 

Still,  he  insists  that  however  far  his  ca¬ 
reer  advances,  he  will  never  shy  away 
from  the  kitchen  remodels  in  Noe  Valley. 
“I  love  the  contrast,"  he  says,  "from  the 
very  big  to  the  very  small.”  ■

Backlog  of  Buyers 
Keeps  Prices  High 

By  Carrie  M.  Anders 

The  real  estate  bubble  may  have  burst 
in  other  parts  of  the  country,  but  sales 
of  luxury  homes  in  Noe  Valley  continue 
to  soar,  with  buyers  scrambling  to  outbid 
each  other  for  the  choicest  properties. 

In  May,  two  capacious  homes— both 
substantially  remodeled — sold  quickly 
for  nearly  $3  million  each. 

Buyers  paid  $2,950,000— $250,000 
more  than  the  asking  price — for  the  most 
expensive  home.  The  premium  offer 
landed  the  buyers  a  four-bedroom,  3]/i~ 
bath  residence  with  3,400  square  feet  of 
space,  in  the  4000  block  of  25th  Street  be¬ 
tween  Noe  and  Sanchez  streets. 

That  deal  closed  escrow  in  26  days. 
Then,  buyers  of  the  home  next  door  took 
only  six  days  to  get  the  keys  to  their 


$2,750,000  house,  featuring  five  bed¬ 
rooms  and  3'/2  baths. 

The  25th  Street  residential  properties 
were  among  1 2  sales  recorded  in  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  during  May,  according  to  monthly 
sales  data  Zephyr  Real  Estate  provides  to 
the  Noe  Valley  Voice.  The  total  equaled 
sales  of  the  previous  month  and  one  fewer 
than  in  May  of  last  year. 

Only  one  of  the  homes  sold  for  less 
than  $1  million,  and  the  two  most  expen¬ 
sive  helped  pushed  the  average  price  of  a 
Noe  Valley  home  in  May  to  $1,765,000. 
Buyers  on  average  paid  5  percent  over  the 
asking  price  to  live  in  the  neighborhood, 
and  typically  closed  escrow  in  less  than 
30  days. 

“It  was  a  pretty  strong  month,”  said 
Zephyr  sales  manager  Randall  Kostick. 
Underlying  the  strength  of  Noe  Valley's 
housing  market  is  a  dearth  of  homes  for 
sale  in  the  face  of  a  strong  desire  to  live 
Tn  pur  cozy  upscale  neighborhood,  known 
for  its  blend  of  vintage  Victorians  and 
new  and  remodeled  dwellings. 

“There  were  more  houses  to  sell  than 
four  to  six  months  ago,  but  we’ve  had 
such  a  backlog  of  interested  buyers,”  he 
said.  “There  are  still  not  enough  homes  to 
satisfy  all  the  buyers  out  there  who  want 
to  buy  a  piece  of  property.” 


In  the  hot  real  estate  market  of  recent 
years,  the  imbalance  between  available 
properties  and  buyers  led  to  inevitable 
bidding  wars.  And,  said  Kostick,  “there’s 
still  plenty  of  that  going  on.” 

Strong  buyer  interest  also  showed  up 
in  the  condominium  marketplace.  Zephyr 
reported  the  sale  of  1 1  condos  in  May, 
compared  with  two  transactions  in  April 
and  six  in  May  one  year  ago. 

“The  average  price  to  buy  a  house  in 
Noe  Valley  is  $1 ,750,000,  and  not  every¬ 
one  can  afford  that,”  said  Kostick,  in  a 
clear  understatement. 

“If  you  want  to  live  in  Noe  Valley,  your 
option  is  to  buy  a  flat  or  a  condo — and 


that’s  what  you’re  seeing,"  he  said. 

The  average  price  of  a  condo  in  May 
was  a  shade  over  $880,000.  Still,  the 
most  expensive  condo  was  a  lofty  $1.4 
million  for  a  four-bedroom,  three-bath 
unit  with  2,500  square  feet,  in  the  4300 
block  of  25th  Street  between  Diamond 
and  Douglass  streets. 

Seven  small  buildings,  with  two  to  four 
units  each,  sold  in  May — three  more  than 
in  April  and  five  more  than  in  May  2006. 
Kostick  noted  that  people  often  purchase 
these  buildings  as  tenants-in-common — 
where  they  each  own  individual  units — 
as  a  less  expensive  alternative  to  buying 
a  detached  home  or  condominium.  ■

BEAT 


Police  Beal  is  a  review  of  crimes  occurring  in 
Noe  Valley  in  the  most  recent  month  for  which 
we  have  statistics.  Noe  Valley,  for  purposes  of 
this  survey,  is  the  area  bordered  roughly  by 
Grand  View,  2 1st,  Guerrero,  and  30th  streets. 
The  May  2007  crime  information  was  culled 
from  police  newsletters  and  incident  reports 
filed  by  Mission  and  Ingle  side  police  stations. 

Crime  Tally  Goes  Up 
Again  in  May 

By  Erin  O’Briant 

According  to  the  latest  police  figures, 
crime  was  up  by  more  than  23  per¬ 
cent  in  May.  Police  recorded  58  criminal 
incidents  in  Noe  Valley  during  the 
month — 1 1  more  than  the  tally  for  April 
(47).  However,  the  May  total  was  just 
three  more  than  that  reported  in  March 
(55).  And  no  month  this  year  has  sur¬ 
passed  January,  which  saw  74  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  incidents  tallied  by  local  police. 

About  half  of  the  May  cases  028)  fell 
under  the  category  of  larceny — in  other 
words,  they  involved  stolen  property.  The 
others  were  a  mix  of  serious  and  petty 
crimes,  including  12  cases  of  vandalism, 
seven  car  thefts,  three  assaults,  two  street 
robberies,  and  one  drug  bust  (for  two  dif¬ 
ferent  drugs).  The  only  bright  spot  was  a 
decline  in  burglaries:  police  recorded  five 
in  May,  as  compared  with  eight  the  month 
before.  And  in  one  of  the  cases,  the  bur¬ 
glar  was  caught. 

Burglar  Nabbed  in  Yard 

According  to  a  news  brief  from  Ingle- 
side  Police  Captain  Paul  Chignell,  offi¬ 
cers  under  his  watch  responded  quickly 
to  a  burglary  call  from  a  woman  who  lives 
in  the  400  block  of  28th  Street  at  2: 1 8  a. m. 
on  Monday,  May  21.  The  woman  re¬ 
ported  she  had  heard  a  crashing  sound  at 
her  front  door  and  then  footsteps  in  her 
home.  When  police  arrived,  they  found 
the  front  door  forced  open.  They  con¬ 
ducted  a  search  of  the  premises,  locating 
the  burglar  hiding  in  the  back  yard. 


The  suspect,  \vho  was  in  possession  of 
burglar  tools  and  was  orw  probation  for 
burglary,  was  arrested.  He  allegedly  told 
officers  that  he  had  just  come  from  the 
Tenderloin  neighborhood  and  was  hoping 
to  break  into  a  house  so  that  he  could  buy 
drugs.  Police  booked  him  on  charges  of 
burglary,  possession  of  burglar  tools,  and 
a  probation  violation. 

Other  burglaries  during  May  included 
a  break-in  in  the  1 500  block  of  Noe  Street 
between  Friday,  May  11,  and  Sunday, 
May  13.  In  that  case,  a  burglar  entered 
through  an  unlocked  back  door  and  stole 
a  computer,  a  camera,  and  some  jewelry. 
Two  days  later,  on  Tuesday,  May  15,  a 
burglar  entered  an  unlocked  residence 
under  construction  on  the  600  block  of 
30th  Street  and  stole  money  from  the 
premises. 

Robberies,  and  the  Potential  for  One 

The  positive  news  about  the  two  rob¬ 
beries  reported  in  May  was  that  neither 
involved  deadly  weapons.  The  first  was 
an  attempted  robbery  with  bodily  force 
that  happened  at  around  8  p.m.  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  May  10.  The  other,  a  strongarm  rob¬ 
bery,  took  place  at  22nd  and  Guerrero 
streets  during  the  late  afternoon  of  Sun¬ 
day,  May  13. 

However,  in  a  separate  incident,  police 
caught  a  17-year-old  youth  loitering  near 
the  BART  station  at  24th  and  Mission 
streets  in  the  wee  hours  of  Sunday,  May 
6,  and  he  was  carrying  a  gun. 

Under  the  Influence 

An  alert  pedestrian  on  30th  Street  no¬ 
tified  a  police  officer  that  a  suspect  was 
“casing”  vehicles  in  the  400  block  of  that 
street  on  Monday,  May  28,  at  around  3 
p.m.  The  officer  found  the  suspect  on  Noe 
Street,  carrying  burgLary  tools,  illegal 
knives,  and  drugs  thought  to  be  heroin 
and  methamphetamine.  The  suspect,  a 
resident  of  Bush  Street,  was  arrested  on 
numerous,  charges. 

Several  other  troubling  cases  were  re¬ 
ported  just  outside  the  bounds  of  Noe  Val¬ 
ley.  At  nearby  Dolores  Park,  officers  took 
a  suspect  into  custody  the  evening  of  Sat¬ 
urday,  May  5,  after  watching  him  inject 
himself  with  speed  on  the  Muni  platform 
near  Church  Street.

pupil  smelled  of  marijuana.  The  school 
dean  inspected  the  student’s  backpack 
and  found  a  stun  gun  and  graffiti  marker. 
The  child  was  sent  to  a  juvenile  probation 
officer.' 

Around  noon  on  Thursday,  May  17,  a 
man  created  a  disturbing  scene  with  in¬ 
juries  at  Boogaloo’s  Restaurant  on  Va¬ 
lencia  Street  near  22nd  Street.  According 
to  police,  the  suspect  began  throwing 
beer  bottles  at  the  restaurant’s  windows, 
shattering  glass  over  several  patrons,  who 
scrambled  to  get  away. 

When  police  officers  responded,  the 
man  threw  a  stool  and  a  garbage  can  at 
them.  One  police  officer  suffered  bite 
marks,  and  others  sustained  minor  in¬ 
juries  as  they  wrestled  the  man  to  the 
ground.  He  was  booked  in  the  county  jail, 
where  he  received  psychiatric  help. 

On  the  morning  of  Sunday,  May  27,  an 
officer  went  to  check  on  a  person  found 
prone  on  the  grounds  of  Fairmount  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  on  the  first  block  of  Ran¬ 
dall  Street.  The  person,  who  was  home¬ 
less,  was  arrested  on  an  outstanding  theft 
warrant. 

Police  Posing  as  Pedestrians 

Are  you  seeing  fewer  scrawls  on  local 
walls  and  storefronts  these  days?  A  de¬ 
cline  in  tagging  could  be  connected  to  in¬ 
creased  vigilance  by  Ingleside  police.  Al¬ 
though  there  are  10  police  stations  in  San 
Francisco,  officers  from  Ingleside  Police 
Station,  which  covers  the  southern  half  of 
Noe  Valley  (and  several  other  neighbor¬ 
hoods),  made  a  quarter  of  the  80  graffiti 
arrests  in  the  city  from  January  through 
April  15,2007. 

Ingleside  officers  continued  their  un¬ 
dercover  pedestrian  “stings,”  too.  On 
Thursday,  May  10,  motorists  consistently 
failed  to  yield  the  right  of  way  to  an  un¬ 
dercover  officer  posing  as  a  pedestrian  at 
Guerrero  and  28th  streets.  To  slow  them 
down,  police  issued  about  20  citations  in 


one  hour  of  sting  operations.  Then,  on  the 
morning  of  Tuesday,  May  29,  a  group  of 
officers  wrote  45  of  the  same  traffic  cita¬ 
tions  in  two  hours  at  Dolores  and  Valley 
streets.  ■

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Bethany  Church  to  Stay  Put 

After  nine  years  of  deliberation,  the 
members  of  Bethany  United  Methodist 
Church  have  reached  a  verdict:  they’re 
staying  in  Noe  Valley  and  renovating 
their  current  building.

But  last  year  the  congregation  decided  it 
made  better  sense  to  renovate  the  current 
site.  They  sold  the  lot  on  Market  Street 
and  are  using  the  funds  to  finance  an  over¬ 
haul  of  the  Noe  Valley  church. 

According  to  John  Nelson,  chair  of 
Bethany  UMC’s  building  committee,  the 
congregation  has  hired  the  San  Francisco 
firm  Goldman  Architects  for  the  job. 
Goldman,  whose  experience  in  church 
renovation  includes  such  landmarks  as 
Most  Holy  Redeemer  in  the  Castro  and 
St.  Gregory’s  Episcopal  Church  on 
Potrero  Hill,  submitted  initial  plans  to  the 
Bethany  congregation  in  May.  Local  res¬ 
idents  will  be  invited  to  view  the  plans 
and  offer  suggestions  before  construction 
begins  in  March  2008.

1 994  issue  of  the  Voice.  Unfortunately,  the 
Dead  Sea  Scrolls  are  no  longer  on  loan  to 
San  Francisco.  However,  you  can  check  out 
hundreds  of  images  and  translations  of  the 
2.000-year-old  documents  by  searching 
Google  Images  or  Internet  sites  such  as 
www.NationalGeographic.com  or 
www.imj.org,  the  site  for  the  Shrine  of  the 
Book  in  Israel,  the  museum  that  currently 
houses  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls. 

Early  this  year  [Spring  1994],  the 
de  Young  Museum  presented  a 
series  of  lectures  to  prepare 
docents  to  conduct  tours  of  its  exhibit 
“The  Mystery  of  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls.” 
Although  I  attended  the  lectures,  I 
didn't  expect  to  participate  as  a  docent, 
because  any  knowledge  of  the  Bible 
that  I  had  gathered  during  my  childhood 
had  long  slipped  away. 

After  all,  it  has  been  63  years  since  I 
took  the  streetcar  to  the  corner  of  15th 
and  Dolores  streets,  where  the  Swedish 
Lutheran  Ebenezer  Church  was  located, 
and  received  classes  in  my  family’s  reli¬ 
gion.  (Yes,  this  is  the  same  building 
which,  though  it  survived  the  1906 
quake,  burned  down  in  1993.) 


A  year  after  my  church  confirmation, 
my  younger  brother  Warde  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  follow  in  my  footsteps,  but 
instead  of  going  for  instruction,  he 
played  hooky,  spending  his  carfare  on 
candy  until  Pastor  Lundstrom  informed 
our  parents  of  his  absence.  It  took  one 
evening  of  exasperated  scolding,  then 
two  weeks  of  accelerated  tutoring  by 
the  merciful  pastor,  but  Warde  finally 
graduated  with  his  class. ..by  the  skin  of 
his  teeth. 

Thenceforth,  he  and  I  rejoiced  in  the 
present,  leaving  the  study  of  the  scrip¬ 
tures  to  the  theologians. 


When  Eric,  our  youngest,  was 
2  years  old,  I  attempted  to 
explain  the  meaning  of 
Christmas,  telling  the  story  and  showing 
him  a  small  nativity  scene.  But  he 
claimed  the  baby  Jesus  doll  for  his  own 
and  carried  it  wherever  he  went. 

One  day,  I  rushed  down  to  24th  Street 
to  do  some  last-minute  shopping  with 
little  Eric  in  the  stroller.  In  the  busy 
Glen  Five  and  Ten,  he  accidentally 
dropped  his  baby.  To  alert  me,  he  let  out 
a  howl  of  desperation:  “Jesus!  Jesus!” 

The  other  shoppers  turned  their  heads 
to  glare  disapprovingly,  so  mother  and 
child  left  the  store  hurriedly. 

Then  when  Eric  was  5  and  Easter  was 
upon  us,  I  tried  to  explain  that  the  day 
was  not  just  about  candy  and  bunnies, 
but  about  the  crucifixion  and  resurrec¬ 
tion  of  Christ. 

Eric  wasn't  ready  for  that.  He  looked 
at  me  in  disbelief  and  declared,  “You 
told  me  not  to  believe  in  ghosts!”  I  was 
forced  to  agree  with  him,  and  vowed 
never  to  speak  upon  holy  themes  again. 

However,  this  spring,  due  to  the 
many  requests  for  tours,  the  de  Young 
called  up  most  of  its  docents  for  duty, 
including  me  (gulp).  I  had  to  cram  for 
two  weeks  before  I  felt  qualified  to 
give  a  tour,  but  there  I  was — 35  years 
after  being  silenced  by  my  children — 
attempting  to  talk  about  one  of  the  most 
important  religious  artifacts  of  the  20th 
century. 

For  those  like  me  who  need  their 
memory  refreshed,  the  Dead  Sea 
Scrolls  is  the  name  for  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  Hebrew  and  Aramaic  liturgical 
writings,  including  many  books  of  the 
Old  Testament,  which  had  been  secreted 
away  in  caves  on  the  shores  of  the  Dead 
Sea,  the  salt  lake  that  now  separates 
Israel  and  Jordan.  The  documents  date 
from  200  B.C.  to  70  A.D. 

The  story  of  their  discovery  is  a  tan¬ 
talizing  one.  In  1946,  a  young  Bedouin 
shepherd  who  was  searching  for  a  stray 
animal  just  by  chance  tossed  a  stone 
into  a  slit  in  a  cliff  and  heard  the  sound 
of  breaking  pottery.  Although  it  was 
illegal  to  do  so,  he  and  two  companions 
entered  into  the  cave  and  removed

seven  rolls  of  crumbling  leather  parch¬ 
ment,  plus  two  of  the  jars  the  manu¬ 
scripts  were  stored  in. 

Over  the  next  10  years.  Bedouins  and 
archaeologists  alike  scoured  the  cliffs  in 
search  of  more  treasure.  They  found  1 0 
more  caves  that  yielded  two  nearly 
complete  scrolls,  and  tens  of  thousands 
of  fragments. 


In  the  decades  that  followed,  scholars 
have  concluded  that  the  Dead  Sea 
scribes  were  members  of  a  pious  sect  of 
celibate  monks,  who  retreated  to  the 
desert  to  copy  their  sacred  manuscripts, 
then  hid  them  in  caves  for  safekeeping 
from  the  Roman  legions.  It  was  the 
absence  of  light  and  moisture  in  the 
caverns  of  the  arid  desert  that  protected 
the  scrolls  from  disintegration. 

The  conservation  and  restoration  of 
these  documents  has  been  an  enormous 
undertaking,  however.  There  were  no 
how-to  books  on  the  care  of  2,000-year- 
old  parchments,  and  reconstruction  was 
like  trying  to  put  together  a  huge  jigsaw 
puzzle,  with  90  percent  of  the  pieces 
missing. 

Eight  specialists  were  appointed  in 
the  early  1950s  to  begin  this  slow, 
tedious  process,  which  eventually 
stretched  over  40  years.  It  wasn’t  until 


three  years  ago  [1991]  that  certain  frag¬ 
ments  of  the  scrolls  were  released  for 
public  viewing.  The  majority  of  the 
original  scrolls  now  reside  in  a  spe¬ 
cially-built  museum  in  Jerusalem  called 
the  Shrine  of  the  Book. 

On  loan  to  the  de  Young  Museum  are 
[were]  12  original  documents  from  the 
Dead  Sea  caves,  including  sections  of 
Leviticus,  the  third  of  the  five  books  of 
Moses,  and  Psalms,  a  collection  of 
hymns  and  songs  (not  by  King  David, 
although  he  is  mentioned). 

The  exhibit  also  features  a  fragment 
from  the  most  mysterious  of  all  the 
scrolls,  the  War  Ride,  which  mentions 
an  unnamed  messiah  from  the  branch  of 
David,  a  judgment,  and  a  killing.  This 
document  has  been  called  “The  Pierced 
Messiah”  by  some  factions  and  is 
thought  to  refer  to  Jesus,  but  is  com¬ 
pletely  discounted  by  others.  Was  this 
Jesus?  We  may  never  know  for  sure. 

Even  in  traveling  exhibits,  the  scrolls 
are  displayed  in  cases  that  brighten  and 
dim  as  viewers  enter  and  leave,  thus 
minimizing  the  amount  of  light  falling 
bn  the  fragile  organic  material.  If  you 
have  the  opportunity,  don't  hesitate  to 
join  the  throngs  who  come  from  far  and 
wide  to  peer  at  these  antiquities. 

Unless  I  am  Dead  wrong,  you  will 
absolutely  loveth  the  Seaing.  And  I’m 
sure  my  brother  Warde  would  have  too. 
Amen.  ■

JAMES  LICK 

Many  Paths  to  High  School 

After  our  eighth-graders  crossed  the 
James  Lick  stage  to  receive  their  diplo¬ 
mas  on  June  8,  they  began  to  scatter  in  27 
different  directions.  Class  of  2007  grad¬ 
uates  will  attend  a  remarkable  variety  of 
public,  charter,  parochial,  and  private 
high  schools,  emphasizing  technology, 
the  arts,  language-immersion,  leadership, 
and  rigorous  academic  programs. 

Once  again,  Lincoln  and  Lowell  top 
the  list  of  destinations  for  this  year’s 
grads,  with  43  of  our  students  bound  for 
Lincoln  and  19  going  to  Lowell.  Other 
popular  destinations  include  O’Connell, 
17;  School  of  the  Arts  and  Academy  of 
Arts  &  Sciences  at  S.O.T.A.,  18;  Gate¬ 
way,  10;  and  Mission  High,  9.  Of  the  re¬ 
maining  53  students  surveyed,  44  are 
headed  for  other  high  schools  in  the 
school  district,  seven  opted  for  private 
and  parochial  schools  in  San  Francisco, 
and  two  will  move  to  public  high  schools 
outside  the  city. 

The  James  Lick  staff,  students,  parents, 
and  community  volunteers  worked  very 
hard  to  improve  academic  achievement, 
boost  offerings  in  the  arts,  and  add  more 
elective  programs.  These  gains  are  re¬ 
flected  not  only  in  higher  test  scores  this 
year,  but  also  in  our  families’  decisions  to 
continue  their  children’s  enrollment  in  the 
city's  public  schools. 

Looking  Back  on  a  Very  Good  Year... 

We  are  proud  of  a  very  long  list  of  ac¬ 
complishments  this  year.  Some  highlights 
include  creating  the  new  Santana  Peace 
Garden;  hosting  over  400  attendees  at  our 
75th  anniversary  celebration;  winning 
citywide  honors  for  student  projects  in 
science,  writing,  and  the  arts;  and  placing 
all  of  our  eighth-graders  in  algebra  classes. 

We  trained  35  student  ambassadors  for 
a  new  peer-to-peer  support  program  and 
participated  in  collaborations  with  826 
Valencia,  the  Screen  Actors  Guild,  Blue 
Bear  School  of  Music,  the  Marsh  Youth 
Theater,  Hands  on  San  Francisco,  Hill  & 
Co.  Real  Estate,  Gunther  Foundation,  San 
Francisco  Beautiful,  and  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Bay  Fund.  Our  sports  teams  set 
records  in  track,  went  to  the  playoffs,  and 
won  a  district  championship  in  soccer. 

We  installed  new  windows  in  the  gym, 
new  curtains  in  the  auditorium,  two  com¬ 
puters  with  Internet  access  in  the  Parent 
Room,  and  a  new  trophy  case  in  the  foyer. 
Students  and  staff  presented  “It’s  My 
Life,’’  an  assembly  program  dealing  with

bullying  and  peer  support.  The  hard¬ 
working  PTS  A  raised  $  1 7,000  from  Cafe 
Lick  and  $14,000  from  the  annual  auc¬ 
tion,  to  help  make  many  of  these  achieve¬ 
ments  possible. 

Grease  Cast  Party  at  Haystack 

Forty  student  actors,  musicians,  and 
crew  members  who  participated  in  the 
school’s  recent  production  of  the  musical 
Grease  were  invited  to  a  wrap  party  June 
1 1  at  Haystack  Pizza  on  24th  Street.  Cast 
members  shared  stories,  photos,  and 
pizza  in  the  restaurant’s  secluded  Greek 
Room,  where  they  also  screened  a  video 
of  one  of  their  performances. 

A  Busy  Summer  Ahead 

Through  a  partnership  with  the  Ex- 


ploratorium  and  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Fund,  20  of  our  students  will  participate 
in  four  science  “mini-camps”  over  the 
summer,  where  they  will  be  able  to  build 
electrical  devices  and  study  the  ecology 
of  San  Francisco  Bay. 

Some  players  from  our  city  champi¬ 
onship  soccer  team  will  go  to  a  one-week 
“Olympic”  training  camp  where  they 
could  receive  recognition  at  the  state 
level.  Several  students  will  attend  the 
Aim  High  summer  enrichment  program; 
others  are  volunteering  as  junior  coun¬ 
selors  at  camps  such  as  Silver  Tree  in 
Glen  Canyon.  Many  of  our  students  will 
be  traveling  with  their  families,  while 
others  will  be  keeping  busy  at  home. 

Meanwhile,  there  will  be  four  pro¬ 
grams  operating  at  James  Lick.  San  Fran¬ 


cisco  Unified  School  District  will  have  a 
summer  school  in  the  mornings  for  stu¬ 
dents  who  need  extra  support.  City  Col¬ 
lege  will  host  classes  two  nights  per 
week,  and  the  Community  Bridges-Mis¬ 
sion  Beacon  summer  activities  program 
will  return  again  this  year.  In  addition,  the 
University  of  California  at  Berkeley  is  of¬ 
fering  a  Summer  Young  Writers  Camp  in 
the  afternoons  at  James  Lick  for  students 
entering  grades  4  to  8  ( www.bayarea  writ- 
ingproject.org). 

A  cadre  of  Lick  parents  will  staff  the 
Bulldog  Cafe  while  City  College  is  in  ses¬ 
sion,  to  help  raise  funds  for  next  year’s 
school  programs.  And  a  devoted  group  of 
PTSA  members  will  work  together  over 
the  summer  to  ensure  a  smooth  school 
opening  in  August  and  a  great  2007-08 
school  year!

FAIRMOUNT 

Fifth-Grade  Grads  Say  ;Hola!  to 
Middle  School 

Continuing  the  recent  tradition  of  hold¬ 
ing  outdoor  graduation  ceremonies.  Fair- 
mount  graduated  its  2007  fifth-grade 
class  in  a  lower-yard  ceremony  attended 
by  more  than  100  family  members.  Mark¬ 
ing  the  fourth  year  of  Principal  Karling 
Aguilera-Fort’s  stewardship,  the  school 
community  noted  the  tremendous  strides 
the  students  have  made  academically,  so¬ 
cially,  and  culturally.  As  Aguilera-Fort 
noted,  "We  have  increased  our  test  scores, 
we  have  gained  more  parent  participa¬ 
tion,  and  we  have  become  more  confident 
in  our  decision-making.” 

Two  classes  of  students  graduated  flu¬ 
ent  in  Spanish  and  prepared  to  continue 
their  immersion  experience  in  middle 
school.  Our  sister  school  James  Lick  will 
receive  the  bulk  of  Fairmount 's  Spanish- 
immersion  students,  who  are  looking 
forward  to  joining  other  Fairmount 
alumni  in  the  enlarged  immersion  pro¬ 
gram  at  Lick.  Other  students  will  be  at¬ 
tending  Hoover  Middle  School,  which 
runs  a  Spanish-immersion  class  for  stu¬ 
dents  who  want  to  continue  to  develop 
their  linguistic  skills.  Others  will  join 
various  public  and  private  middle  schools 
throughout  the  city.  Many  committed  par¬ 
ents  noted  that  while  they  will  be  gradu¬ 
ating  from  Fairmount  with  their  students, 
they  will  continue  to  be  active  with  the 
school  community  and  participate  in  an¬ 
nual  events  such  as  FiestaVal. 

Get  Ready  for  Full  Immersion 

With  the  opening  of  school  on  Aug.  27. 
Fairmount  will  begin  its  transition  to  a 
full  Spanish-immersion  program  for  all  of 
its  students.  This  fall’s  three  kindergarten 
classes  will  all  be  taught  in  Spanish — a 
departure  from  the  old  instructional 
model,  where  a  third  of  the  classes  were 
taught  in  English. 

Former  principal  Linda  Luevano,  now 
an  assistant  superintendent  for  the  school 
district,  began  the  Spanish-immersion 
program  seven  years  ago.  Luevano  be¬ 
lieves  the  program  has  been  responsible 
for  turning  around  the  neighborhood  im¬ 
age  of  Fairmount — from  a  school  that 
was  hardly  anyone’s  top  choice  to  one 
with  a  long  waiting  list. 

“Fairmount  represents  the  realization 
of  a  diverse  school  community  working 
together  to  enable  students  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  learn  a  second  language," 
said  Luevano.  "It's  wonderful  to  see  the 
evolution  of  the  program  grow.” 

The  school’s  "all  immersion  all  the 
time”  program  will  be  phased  in  one 
grade  level  at  a  time  over  the  next  five 
years.  When  completed,  Fairmount  will 
join  its  Mission  District  neighbor  Buena 
Vista  Elementary  in  being  one  of  only  tw  o 
all-Spanish-immersion  elementary  schools 
in  the  district.

That  Blue  Church 


By  Mazook 

THE  WRECKING  BALL  is  almost  ready 
to  swing  at  Church  and  28th  streets, 
to  demolish  the  corner  building  known  as 
"the  Blue  Church.” 

Originally,  the  building  wasn’t  so  blue, 
and  it  housed  the  Searchlight  Theater  (not 
the  Del  Mar,  as  reported  here  last  month) 
when  it  was  erected  in  1 9 1 6.  However,  by 
the  time  the  last  movie  was  shown  in 
1965,  it  was  called  the  Del  Mar.  After  that, 
the  building  became  the  property  of  a 
church  named  Holiness  Temple  in  Christ. 

The  structure’s  fate  was  sealed  two 
years  ago  when  it  went  into  foreclosure 
and  was  purchased  prior  to  auction  by  J. 
Branch  Development,  a  Concord-based 
developer.  James  Branch  says  he  leased 
the  place  back  to  the  building’s  former 
owner.  Pastor  Joesiah  Bell,  for  a  year,  the 
amount  of  time  he  felt  he  needed  to  weave 
through  San  Francisco’s  permit  process. 
He  also  agreed  to  pay  Bell  $100,000  for 
relocation.  The  permit  process  was  com¬ 
pleted  earlier  this  year,  and  Branch  won 
the  city’s  approval — with  support  from 
the  neighbors — to  tear  down  the  building 
and  erect  six  market-rate  residential  con¬ 
dominiums  with  parking,  and  a  commer¬ 
cial  space  on  the  ground  floor. 

Everybody  seemed  to  be  in  sync  and 
the  lease  had  expired  this  spring  when 
Branch  learned  that  Bell  had  failed  to 
move  out  of  the  building.  In  addition,. ac¬ 
cording  to  the  neighbors,  homeless  peo¬ 


ple  were  being  invited  to  sleep  on  the 
premises. 

Branch  confirmed  in  late  June  that  he 
was  being  forced  to  evict  Bell.  He  said  a 
trial  had  been  set  for  July  2  (2007)  in  San 
Francisco  Superior  Court.  If  the  court  or¬ 
ders  the  eviction,  then  the  sheriff  will  ar¬ 
rive  by  the  end  of  the  month  to  turn  over 
the  building  to  Branch,  clearing  the  way 
for  demolition. 

“It  will  take  about  three  weeks  to  de¬ 
molish  the  building  and  another  approx¬ 
imately  seven  months  to  finish  rebuild¬ 
ing,”  said  Branch  optimistically. 

During  the  permit  process,  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Department  had  to  consider  a  San 
Francisco  ordinance  that  limits  any 
change  in  use  or  demolition  of  a  movie 
theater  (planning  code  section  221.1). 
The  city  evaluated  the  historical  status  of 
the  building  and  found  that  it  had  been 
substantially  altered  over  the  years  and 
did  not  retain  sufficient  architectural  char¬ 
acteristics  of  a  movie  theater  to  warrant 
denial  of  the  demolition  permits. 

.  However,  the  “Historic  Resource  Eval¬ 
uation  Response”  from  the  Planning  De¬ 
partment  suggested,  and  Branch  has 
agreed,  to  put  a  plaque  “acknowledging 
the  historic,  neighborhood-serving  use  of 
the  original  building.”  It  will  read  some¬ 
thing  like  this:  “Original  site  of  the 
Searchlight  Theater,  a  neighborhood¬ 
serving  single-screen  movie  theater, 
which  opened  in  1916.  Subsequent  names 
for  the  neighborhood  movie  theater  that 
operated  on  this  site  until  1965  include  the 
Empress,  the  Princess,  the  Rita,  the  Lux, 
the  Church,  and  the  Del  Mar.  Neighbor¬ 
hood  theaters  such  as  this  one  provided 
motion-picture  entertainment  within 
walking  distance  for  residents  and  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  unique  character  of  San 
Francisco’s  neighborhoods.”

Noe  Valley ’s  largest  apartment  buildings 
has  recently  been  sold  for  an  undisclosed 
price.  The  40-unit  apartment  complex  is 
located  af  4130  Cesar  Chavez,  between 
Castro  and  Noe  streets.  The  buyer  is  iden¬ 
tified  in  the  public  records  as  “Trophy 
Properties  XII,”  which  is  a  company  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  Frank  and  Walter  Lembi 
family  of  Citi  Apartments  and  Skyline  Re¬ 
alty.  Reportedly,  they  are  in  charge  of 
more  than  5,000  apartments  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  Reliable  sources  say  the  Lembi 
Company  had  received  over  $3  billion 
from  an  overseas  investor  to  purchase 
apartment  buildings  in  the  city. 

Meanwhile,  the  latest  word  on  the  fate 
of  the  large  parcel  of  property  at  3400  Ce¬ 
sar  Chavez  (at  Mission),  where  Kelly- 
Moore  had  a  paint  store  for  many  years, 
is  that  a  developer  has  bought  the  land  and 
plans  to  demolish  the  current  structures 
and  build  60  residential  units  over  four 
storefronts.  Nine  of  the  units  would  be 
designated  “below  market”  rate,  and  the 
anchor  store  would  reportedly  be  anoth¬ 
er  24-hour  Walgreen’s.

GOING  TO  CHURCH:  Word  from  Peter 
Kung,  who  owns  the  building  originally 
owned  by  Safeway  at  1748  Church  Street 
near  Day  (last  occupied  by  Mikeytom 
Market),  is  that  he’s  currently  dealing 
with  several  parties  who  are  interested  in 
leasing  the  long-vacant  store.  Some  want 
the  space  for  a  restaurant,  and  others  want 
to  open  a  retail  furniture  store,  he  says. 

Up  the  block  at  1515  Church,  where 
Jaboh  used  to  be,  Dana  Nelson  and  two 
other  hairstylists  will  unveil  a  new  salon 
called  Green  Twig  on  July  3.  “We’ll  do 
color,  cuts,  and  styling,  and  we  have  eco- 
friendly  products  from  Australia.  Also, 
the  shop  has  been  totally  remodeled  in  a 
green  way,”  says  Nelson,  who  comes  to 
us  from  NOPA  (North  of  the  Panhandle). 

Two  blocks  away,  the  storefront  at 


1311  Church  Street  will  soon  become  a 
showcase  for  Mabel  Wong’s  jewelry, 
we’re  told. 

Bistro  1689,  the  French  restaurant  on 
Church  near  29th,  has  closed  after  a  short 
one-year  run.  In  its  place  will  be  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  ’s  first  Indian  restaurant,  appropriate¬ 
ly  called  Clay  Oven  Indian  Cuisine. 

Next  door  at  Twin  Peaks  Pizza,  Ghani 
Kerrar  has'  returned  as  manager  for  the 
shop’s  new  owners,  Carlos  Wang  and 
Bruno  Matos,  who  will  continue  to  serve 
up  pizza  by  the  slice  as  well  as  by  the  pie. 
Kerrar  came  over  from  Cybelle’s  on  24th 
Street  when  it  closed  a  few  months  back. 

Finally,  the  old  Cybelle’s  next  to  Noe’s 
Bar  will  soon  be  opening  as  Basso’s 
restaurant,  named  for  its  owners,  Wayne, 
Tommy,  Angelo,  and  Gaetano.
